When the body of Latimer Deardorff, 
custodian of the 
York 
fair grounds, 
was found Thursday afternoon lying with 
his face downward 
beside a sputtering 
live wire near the grandstand, it was tak 
en for granted that he had been electro­ 
cuted. Close examination by several phy­ 
sicians, however, failed to reveal a single 
mark upon him, and it was decided that 
death had been caused by the effect of 
the excitemc nt upon a weak heart. 
Mrs. 
Deardorff was with her husband when he 
went to examine the wire, which had 
been broken by the wind. The insulation 
was blazing, and fearing for the safety of 
neighboring buildings, he sent her for a 
bucket of water. 
Almost his last word to 
her was a warning not to touch the wire. 
When she returned he was dead. 


Mrs. Joseph Harvick, who last June 
fell from a cherry tree, breaking her back, 
still lies in about the same condition at 
her home near Wellsville, York county. 
Following the accident Mrs. Harvick was 
taken to the Harrisburg hospital, where 
it was found that nothing could be done 
for her. 
She was later removed to her 
home, where she is cared for by her two 
daughters. 
While the lower portion of 
her body is »aralyzed, her general health 
is good and she is cheerful 


Alone in a section of the York Haven 
paper mill, Rpy Hoover, 18 years old, 
was oiling a machine when his clothing 
caught upon a shaft. 
Evidently he was 
whirled about until his garments gave 
way. 
Unconscious, he was found some 
time later. 
He is at the York hospital in 
a critical condition, his left leg and left 
arm are broken and he is suffering from 
internal injuries. 


While Charles Baughman and three 
other men were engaged in digging a 
grave near Loysburg, a terrific storm 
swept over that region, driving them into 
an old building; near the cemetery. The 
gale hit the structure, causing it to col­ 
lapse.

He died 
instantly.

Consent to Marriage. 


EXONERATES HIS COMPANION 


According to his own statement, 
Bamuel Sinclair kidnapped M Isb Anna 
Bteckel, of Allentown, Pa., in cave- 
uan fashion at the practical sugges 
tlon of the young heiress horself. 


He asserted that the girl had told 
Wm she would nevor marry a man 
without suillcient spunk to take her in 
spite of herself and do it in a romau 
tic manner. 


Accordingly, he says, he boldly fol­ 
lowed her into her home, carried her 
to a taxicab and gave orders to the 
chauffeur to drive into the country. 
The driver was frightened by the girl's 
icreams and drove to the police sta* 
Uon, thus terminating the plan of the 
love-crazed young clubman. 


Samuel Sinclair and R. Walter Starr 
are now out on $3000 bail each, on a 
charge of attempted kidnapping. 


Sinclair made a statement regarding 
the girl. 
He declared: 


“I loved the girl/* said Sinclair, "and 
I still love her. 
I made up my mind 
that some day I was going to have her, 
but when I proposed 
to 
her 
some 
months ago she told me that she would 
never marry a man who could not 
take her. 
She told me that ho must 
do it in a romantic manner, and I de­ 
termined to do it, 


“I am sorry that I got R. Walter 
Starr, my nephew, into this. The boy 
was innocent. 
He entered the plan 
with me simply for a lark, and I sin 
cerely hope he does not get into trou­ 
ble over i t ” 


Miss Steckel, who is the daughter of 
Reuben P. Steckel, millionaire retired 
business man, bears a slight cut on her 
forehead, and her face is scratched 
from the struggle in the taxicab with 
the two men. Chief of Police Bernard 
says that her clothes were torn when 
she was brought into the station house 
with the men who tried to abduct her. 


Miss Steckel, suffering from shock 
as the result of her brief but exciting 
ride in the taxicab, was visited by a 
host of her friends and acquaintance , 
and received numerous telephone and 
telegram messabes of congratulate» 
on her escape. 
Her condition is not 
considered serious. 


Members of the family, especially 
her lather, are enraged at the attempt 
to abduct her and have determined to 
prosecute as far as the law will per­ 
mit. 


Sinclair mo; Miss Steckel at a card 
party and became immediately enam­ 
ored of her. Alter that he was a fre­ 
quent visitor to the Steckel home. 


Some time ago, according to inti­ 
mate friends of the young social fa­ 
vorite, she became tired of his per­ 
sistent 
attentions and proposals of 
marriage and asked him to cease his 
visits. Sinclair refused to be deterred 
by this. Neighbors say that when his 
rings at tin* doorbell of the Steckel 
home were unanswered he would sit 
on the steps for hours at a time. 


The girl was seized at the door of 
her home by Sinclair and Starr. 
The 
latter is Sit— 
nephew and is n 
son of * 
~..er Starr, a widely 
known dentist, of 117 South Seven 
teenth street, Philadelphia. 


Miss Steckel at first thought the men 
were joking, but when she found that 
she was being forced to the taxicab 
standing at the curb sho tried to 
scream. 


Ono of the men put his hand over 
her mouth to stifle 
her cries, and 
when sho was placed in tho car a 
blanket was thrown over her head. 
Then the chauffeur, C. W. Sherer, of 
West Bethlehem, was ordered to Mdrive 
as fast as you can into the country/*

time

turned his car toward the center of 
the street and drove at full speed for 
the police station. At Center square he 
saw Policeman Boyle, and, attempting 
to stop his machine, drove it into the 
soldiers* monument.

From San Bernardino to Los Ange­ 
les, Cal., every acre of oranges and 
lemons has become frozen. 


This was the statement that comt 
from Pomona, the center of one of the 
heaviest producing sections of the cit* 
rus fruit belt. 


Only a fifth of the crop may be sal 
vaged, it was asserted. If this be true 
the total loss on 15u,uu0 acres of fruil 
will amount to close to $40,000,0‘»Q 
More conservative estimates have fig 
ured the total damage at $20,00u,0uu. 


According to the growers a sudden 
return to the warmth of normal wintei 
conditions would irreparably damagi 
fruit, which might be still in such con 
dition that a gradual rise of tempera 
ture would leave it in marketable con 
dition. 
This additional loss 
wouh 
mean practically the ruin of the citrue 
crop, the value of which has beer 


placed at $50,000.000.

A technical description of the de­ 
sign is as follows: 


“The memorial to the memory of 
Abraham Lincoln is to be erected in 
Potomac park and on the axis of the 
capitol and the Washington monu­ 
ment. 
This axis was planned more 
than a century ago. 


“The Lincoln memorial is 
to 
be 
placed in the center of 
a 
terrace 
eleven feet high and 1,000 feet 
in 
diameter and will rest upon a rectan­ 
gular stone wall fourteen feet high. 
256 feet long, and 186 feet wide. 
On 
this rectangular wall will rise the me­ 
morial hall, which is eighty-four feet 
wide and 156 feet long. 
This memo­ 
rial hall will be surrounded by a col­ 
onnade composed of thirty-six col­ 
umns forty-four feet high and seven 
feet five inches in diameter at their 
base, thus increasing the dimensions 
of the memorial to 188 feet long and 
118 feet wide. 
The total height of 
the structure above the present grade 
will be 122 feet. 
Entrance to the me­ 
morial will be by a colonnaded en­ 
trance forty-five feet wide and forty- 
four feet high. 


“The four features of the memorial 
will be the central hall, sixty 
feet 
wide, seventy feet long and sixty feet 
high, in which will stand the Lincoln 
statue; two halls separated from the 
central hall by columns of the Ionic 
order, thirty-seven feet wide, 
fifty- 
seven feet long and sixty feet high, in 
which will be placed memorials of 
Lincoln’s Gettysburg speech and his 
second inaugural address, and 
sur­ 
rounding the walls inclosing these me­ 
morials will be a colonnade forming a 
symbol of the union, each column rep­ 
resenting a state—thirty-six in all— 
which existed at the time of Lincoln's 
-death. 


“Above this colonnade and support­ 
ed at intervals by eagles will be forty- 
eight memorial festoons, one for each 
state existing at the present time.” 
The proposition for the construction 
of a roadway was rejected because 
such a memorial would lose much of 
the simplicity necessary to recall the 
nobility of the railsplitter. 
Moreover, 
few traveling over it would associate 
it with the life and deeds of Lincoln, 
and the lesson which a monument to 
his memory should teach, and 
for 
which It. will be primarily 
erected, 
would be destroyed. 


It is expected the memorial will be 
I constructed within three years. 


The publication and mailing of the 
daily Congressional Record is an Im­ 
pressive spectacle, even to publish­ 
ers used to rapid printing on a big 
scale. 
Here is a publication which 
sometimes for weeks a t a time will 
average daily 130 pages of solid print* 
ed matter, a staggering number of 
words, much larger than is printed in 
any daily newspaper or 
weekly 
or 
monthly magazine. 
The Congression­ 
al Record is often printed In feverish» 
haste in the small hours of the morn-' 
Ing, yet it is remarkably free from 
errors, either of English, composition 
or of make-up, or in the government’s 
“style.” 
The stutterings of the lino­ 
type never get into the Record. 
The 
proper words are capitalized, or left 
uncapitalized, and spellings are uni­ 
form. 
Although written, printed and 
delivered in 1 2 hours.it compares very 
favorably in accuracy with the best 
specimens of bookwork. 
The print­ 
ing officials declare it is the most 
remarkable publication in the world 
in this respect. 


The Record has an editor, a staff of 
reporters 
and 
contributing 
editors. 
The editor is John R. Berg, the su­ 
perintendent of work in the G. O. P.; 
and he is probably the most unloved 
man in the halls of congress. 
His 
sympathizers will be the members of 
the fraternity of newspaper managing 
editors and “makeup 
men” 
every­ 
where. 
Many is the senator and rep­ 
resentative who has burned the mid­ 
night oil revising a speech he was par­ 
ticularly anxious to have appear in, 
the next day’s Record, only to get ilia 
copy of the publication the next morn­ 
ing, and find instead the sentences: 
“Mr. X. of Oregon addressed 
the 
house. 
His rem arks will be printed 
later.” 
On such occasions Mr. X. has 
expressed his opinion of Managing Ed­ 
itor Berg in language he wouldn't care 
to have a constituent hear. 


But midnight is the absolute “dead 
line” for. “copy” to go into the next? 
day’s Record, and while the forms are 
sometimes held open a few minutes 
after this hour, this does not often 
happen, and when his copy is late the 
delinquent contributor finds the to-be- 
printed later legend instead of 
his 
speech. 


U. S. EXPORTS INCREASING.

An astonishing and wholly unprece­ 
dented increase in the export trade 
from the United States to South Amer­ 
ica occurred in October, though the 
acceleration has been going on with 
steadily increasing ratio for the past 
ten months. 
The state department, 
which is compiling the figures, is dis­ 
posed to attribute the increase to the 
great activity of the American con­ 
suls, who, under the departm ent’s in­ 
structions, are 
constantly 
seeking 
trade opportunities for American man­ 
ufacturers. 


During October the trade exports to 
to Argentina reached the total of $4,- 
320,050; to Brazil, $3,144,336, and to 
Uruguay, $483,948. 
In the case 
of 
Brazil the increase in trade amounted 
to 56 per cent, compared with October 
last year. 


For the ten-month period ended Oc­ 
tober 31 the Argentine exports totaled. 
$41,997,043, the Brazilian $33,96S,755„ 
and Uruguay $6,129,023. That amount­ 
ed to an increase of 110 per cent, in 
the case of Uruguay, compared with 
four years ago. 
The export trade 
with Japan during the s a n e ten-month 
period rose to a total of 
$45,025,125, 
which is an increase of 15 per cent, in 
one year. 


The state departm ent officials point 
with satisfaction to the fact that, espe­ 
cially in the case of Argentina 
and 
Uruguay, this American export trade 
is composed, not of raw material, but 
generally of manufactured products 
which compete with European goods. 


BLIND MEN TO PRINT BOOKS.

The printing press will be 
operated by blind printers and press­ 
men, and the output will be books and 
pamphlets designed for those whose 
sight is gone. 


One of the objects of the organiza­ 
tion is the education of the sightless 
in the art of setting Braille type and 
in printing and binding 
their 
own 
books, which are read by the “touch” 
system. 
The books will be placed in 
circulation and sent throughout 
the 
United States to other societies for 
the blind. 


The national 
organization's 
new 
hoire is the gift of Mrs. R. McManes 
Colfell of Philadelphia. 
The circulat­ 
ing library has been begun with a col­ 
lection of books presented by the Per­ 
kins institute of Boston and by the 
School for the Blind ajt Halifax, N. S. 
Ip addition, Baroness Von Schenck, 
in Mexico, has promised to send 
the 
institution one book each month.

WAGE WAR BY RULE 


Rigid Etiquette Governs Conflict 
of Modern Powers. 


Written and Unwritten, but All Well 
Understood, Are the Regulations 
Under Which Battle» of To­ 
day Are Fought. 


War—that 1b, warfare between clr- 
ilized nations—has its code 
of 
eti­ 
quette, known as the customs of war, 
! some of which are written, others, 
j says London Answers; tacitly agreed 
to. 


; 
Obvious examples of fighting etl- 
» quette are the rules which protect the 
■ Red Cross flag of the ambulance, and 


j forbid tho use of explosive, or, with- 
1 in limits, expanding bullets. 
i 
Nominally, a general may use any 
means in his power to bring his foe 
to subjection, but there is a well-de­ 
fined boundary line. 
A leader may 
cut off his enemy’s food*and water 
, supplies. 
He may subject him to all 
i the horrors of famine and thirst; but 
i he must not poison his food or water, 
j 
Suppose a place is beBioged, and 
j that outside the walls are wells which 
i the besiegers cannot effectively hold, 


j and which the besieged can reach un- 
: dor cover of 
night. 
The

would be justified In sending parties 
to fill up the wells with 
earth 
and 
stones, or to destroy them with dyna­ 
mite. 
On the other hand, to pollute 
the wells with poison, or to throw 
dead animals into them, would be an 
infamy. 


A “prisoner of war" has his rights. 
He may be asked to give his parole 
to promise not to escape; 
but 
he 
must not be forced to give his parole, 
and is not to be punished for refus­ 
ing to do so. 
A prisoner is liable to 
be shot, either when escaping or if 
retaken alive. 


An unparoled prisoner may also be 
shot while in the act of escaping; but 
if recaptured, it would be murder to 
shoot him, and he should not be pun­ 
ished for his attempt, though he may 
be placed in more rigorous confine­ 
ment. 


A prisoner may be 
compelled 
to 
earn his “keep" by working at his 
trade, if he h*.s one, or by 
doing 
work for his captors not of a purely 
military nature. Thus, he may be or­ 
dered to assist in draining the camp 
in which he is a prisoner; but it 
would not be* fair to put him to build­ 
ing fortifications. 


The customs of war justify the em­ 
ployment of spies, but under certain 
rules. 
If a soldier voluntarily turns 
traitor, the other side is entitled to 
make use of him, but it is not “crick­ 
et" to tempt a soldier to betray his 
own side. 


If thus tempted, a man may pre­ 
tend to turn traitor and deceive the 
enemy with false 
information. 
On 
the other hand, voluntarily to go over 
to the enemy, pretending to be a 
traitor or deserter, would be dishon­ 
orable conduct—that is, if 
the 
pre­ 
tended traitor is an officer or soldier. 


A spy, of course, has no rights, and 
is at all times liable to be shot or 
hanged at sight. 


An 
officer 
or 
soldier, 
however, 
caught in the enemy’s camp, must 
not be treated as a spy, but as a 
prisoner of wrar, provided he is not 
disguised. 


If a commander takes part in a 
charge, or persistently exposes him­ 
self to fire, he must take his chance 
of being shot; but in big affairs it is 
not the “game" to detail marksmen 
to try to “pick off” your opponent’s 
general, though every effort may be 
made to capture him. 


When a city or town is bombarded 
public buildings—unless used for de­ 
fensive purposes—should be spared 
so far as possible. 
When a place is 
captured, the victorious foe is en­ 
titled to seize art treasures and so on 
and to hold them to ransom. 
To in­ 
jure or destroy them would be the 
act of a vandal. 


When a country is invaded, the in­ 
vader can compel the inhabitants to 
supply him with food and other sup­ 
plies and to act as guides, workmen 
and drivers. 


A person wrho, not belonging to any 
recognized military force, takes up 
arms against an invader, is liable to 
be shot when captured. 
Retaliation 
is sanctioned by the customs of war.. 
It is military vengeance, and takes 
place when an outrage committed on 
one side is avenged by the commis­ 
sion of a similar act on the other. 


Thus, an unjust execution of pris­ 
oners held by the enemy may be fol­ 
lowed by the execution of an equal 
number of prisoners held by the op­ 
ponents. 


LAND OF ORANGE BLOSSOMS 


South of France Relied on for Mar 
riagt Emblems Worn When Eng­ 
lish Bride» Go to Altar« 


In many ways the modern marriage 
differs from the weddings of yestei* 
day, but with all 
the 
change» 
the 
ceremony is not really complete with­ 
out orange blossoms. 
A huge quat* 
tity of the pure white fragrant flower» 
are used every year at 
fashionable 
oeremonies, and yet not many people 
seem to know where they all come 
from. 


As a matter of fact, nearly all the 
orange blossoms which come te Lon­ 
don are grown in the south of France, 
a few miles inland from the coast 
line of the Riviera, says 
the 
Daily 
News of that city. 
Here, where the 
sheltered valleys of the Alps Marl- 
times lie basking in 
the 
sun, 
are 
found the orange orchards whence 
comes the supply of 
blossoms 
for 
British weddings. 


Of course, a large proportion of the 
orange flowers is used in the manu­ 
facture of that perfume for which 
GrasBe has become so famous, but 
many growers make a special feature 
of supplying Bprigs for the marriage 
ceremony. 
None of these trees are 
permitted to bear fruit and the great­ 
est possible care is taken over the 
cultivation, so as to insure an abun- 
f 
* 
dance of blossoms. 
When 
in 
full 
flower the trees present a most at­ 
tractive appearance, the dark ever­ 
green foliage showing up in fine con­ 
trast to the gleaming white petals. It 
is one of the peculiar habits of the 
orange tree that it will remain in 
flower for a considerable part of the 
year; thus the owner of a well man­ 
aged orchard can at almost all times 
find a few blossoming shoots. 


During the spring and early sum­ 
mer the orange trees are most full of 
blooms and it is then that the larg­ 
est quantities are dispatched. All day 
long the pickers are at work in the 
orchards. 
Curious 
stepladdjers are 
used so that the gatherer may bo 
able to reach all part» of the trees. 
The orange flowers aro going a long 
journey and on this account it is need­ 
ful to pick them before 
they 
are 
fully expanded. 
Happily, thev keep 
well for a long time, and the olooms 
will be nice and fresh when they are 
unpacked thirty-six hours later in the 
florist's shop. 
After being kept in 
the dark, cool place, with their stems 
in warm water for a féw liours, the 
petals will expand beautifully and be 
ready for use. 


Orange flower growing is possibly 
one of the most flourishing industries 
in the world, in that the demand alj 
ways exceeds the supply. Any super­ 
fluous blooms which a grower may 
have are always greedily swallowed 
up by the scent makers, whose wants 
can never be fully met. 
Most of the 
orchards are owned by small holders, 
and in many cases these have beei 
retained in the family for a large num­ 
ber of years. Thus it is not an eas^ 
thing for a newcomer to be able to 
secure an orchard save on the ra r 
occasions when these are offered for 
sale. 
The starting of an orange or 
chanl is a. very slow business, as the 
trees are not quick growers and it is 
some time before anything in the way 
of crops can be expected. 


FATTFNED FOR THE TABLE 


In Ireland Codfish 
Are Kept Colt» 
fined Until Th»y Art In the Best 
of Condition. 


At Logan, near the Mull of Gallo-i 
way, there is a moat interesting tidal' 
fish pond. A rent in the cliffs facing 
tho Irish channel admits the Balt wa­ 
ter through a narrow fissure, protected* 
by a grating, into a circular rock basii^ 
some 30 feet in diameter and 20 feei^ 
deep. 


The cliffs riao high around. Stone 
steps descend on one side to' a ledge’ 
leveled into footpath at the water*» 
edge. No sooner does the visitor’» 
foot-fall resound on the stairs than 
the green water, hitherto motionless 
and apparently lifeless, becomes peo­ 
pled With large brown fish arising 
from the depths, gliding and dashing 
about in a state of great excitement 
These are cod, which, caught on lineB' 
in the sea, have been transferred to 
this pond to be fattened for the table. 
They are fed daily by the keeper, and 
experience has taught them to connect 
the »ound of footsteps with their meal­ 
time. 


Formerly a clapper used to be rung* 
to summon them, but this was no more 
than a trick of the stage. The foot­ 
fall on the stone is quite enough to 
awaken them to activity. 
Most of the 
cod, being deep-water fish, become 
totally blind in captivity from excess, 
of light; but they become so tamo and 
accustomed to their keeper as not only 
to feed out of hio hand, but some of 
them allow themselves to be lifted out 
of the water. One may witness the 
strange Bight of a huge cod, more than 
four feet long, dangled on the knee' 
like a baby, his mouth stuffed with 
mussels and limpets, after which he is 
returned to the water with a mighty* 
splash. 
On the table these fish, thus 
tended and fed, prove much better 
than fish brought straight, from the 
open sea.

lono-Magnetlc Rotation. 


A new phenomenon has been ob­ 
served by Professor Righi to which 
he gives the name of iono-magnetic 
rotation. If a spark from a condenser 
of considerable capacity is sent hori­ 
zontally through a gas and two small 
vertical vanes of mica in the form of 
a cross are suspended in the middle 
of tho discharge by a fine fiber at­ 
tached to the center of the cross, the 
spark 
produces no rotation 
of the 
cross. 
If, however, a vertical mag­ 
netic field is established in the gas, 
the cross rotates through a consider­ 
able angle if the gas is air, and over 
a small angle in other gases. Profes­ 
sor Righi ascribes this rotation to the 
bending of the paths of the ions or 
electrons and to the additional 
pro­ 
tection which the vanes afford each 
other against impacts from one side 
rather than from the other in these 
circumstances. 
The observed 
rota­ 
tions indicate that the effects of tfae 
positive ions are in general 
greater 
than those of the negative. 


Concerning Umbrellas. 


Because of the tremendous Yogue 
of velvets and the number of costumes 
in that material that are being made 
up, the velvet-encased umbrella has 
come into being. 
Made on a slender 
but substantial frame, which 
folds- 
closely, and covered tyhen closed and 
encased appears like a walking stick 
of velvet from ferrule to top. A solid 
silver monogram plate caps the han­ 
dle, which, ten inches down its length, 
is ornamented with a double ring of 
silver. 


Decided colors are now the smart 
tiling in silk umbrellas. All the fash­ 
ionable shades of purple, blue, mauve 
and the new reds are in demand for 
spreads, which are mounted upon 
frames that press tightly about a slen­ 
der stick and give the convenience the 
appearance of a silken cane. The 
fashionable fad is to procure a unique* 
handle for the umbrella that is carried 
with the tailored walking suits, and’ 
while some of the effects are artistic, 
others are actually bizarre. Among 
the latter are the cat, parrot and; 
monkey heads in natural colors and 
with jewels for eyes. In the former, 
class are all manner of beautifully 
carved handles of rare woods and 
ivory, and when money is not an ob­ 
ject, of jade, amber, rock crystal or 
Bolid silver and gold.

Ancient Builders Eclipsed. 


The pyramids of Egypt would not be 
the type of permanence they are were 
they exposed to the vicissitudes of the 
American climate.

annual 
meeting of the Modern Historic Rec­ 
ords association it was stated that the 
ancients are eclipsed by the moderns 
in storing records: 


“We have better methods; with ce­ 
ment and granite and steel we can 
build to last indefinitely. 
We are 
more careful than the architects of 
the mediaeval cathedrals Jn planting 
our 
foundations, and more 
skillful 
than the Roman in constructing our 
vaults and roofs. There is no reason 
why a building erected with proper 
care should not endure forever, acts » 
of Providence aside, and shelter in­ 
definitely whatever may be stored in 
it.” * 


Harnessing^the Sun. 


Old Sol himself is harnessed to do 
our world’s work. Heat is collected 
by pressing water through a glass 
covered heater exposed to the sun’s 
rays. The heated water is stored in a 
well insulated tank and drawn off 
to circulate around a sulphur dioxide 
boiler, then, after giving up its heat, 
was again passed through the heater. 
It was calculated that in latitude 34 
degrees a square foot of water surface, 
would make up about 23,000 thermal 
units in a June day and about 1,600 in 
a December day. 


Using two heaters, sections expos­ 
ing 1,000 square feet to the sun, the 
heat collected was made to run a 
twenty horse-power sulphur dioxide 
engine, and at times developed about 
fifteen horse-power with a boiler pres­ 
sure of 245 pounds per square inch. 
Reviewing the results, Mr. Willsie has 
found the cost per hflrse-power at the 
solar power plant to be about $150, or 
more than four times the cost of a 
steam power plant. He makes due al­ 
lowance fon this difference in first in­ 
vestment and concludes that in a 
favorable region, like California, sun 
power can compete in cost with steam 
power.

Sapphires are rapidly becoming the 
fashionable gems, according to London 
jewelers, and this popularity is gained 
at the expense of the rubies, which 
were in great demand a little while 
ago. 
A Hatton 
Garden jewel 
mer- 
chant said; 


"""he falling off in the demand for 
rubies is largely due to the number 
of artificial rubies 
on the 
market. 
People do not like to buy the genuine 
stones when so many false rubies are 
being worn. 
Fine, big rubies, how- 
ever, have not decreased in value. 
A 
good four karat stone should fetch 
$5.000, while smaller stones still sell 
from ?50 to 
$200 a 
karat. 
Small 
rubies are certainly 
cheaper—about 
25 per cent—than they were a year 
ago, owing to the lack of buyers."

Washington.—AB a result of a meet- 
, ing of the Lincoln memorial commis- 
sion held at the White House 
the 
' other day a memorial hall costing $2.- 
' 000.000 is to be erected here in honor 
of Abraham Lincoln. 


A number of suggestions as to the 
form of the memorial were consider- 
ed. 
They Included a roadway from 
Washington to Gettysburg, a roadway 
from Mount Vernon, the 
home 
of 
Washington, to Gettysburg, and 
a 
roadway 
from Richmond 
to Gettys- 
burg. 
The commission decided, how- 
ever, in favor of the plan presented 
j by Henry Éacon. a New York archi- 
tect. and urged by Senator Cullom. 


The commission is 
composed 
of 
President Taft, Senators Cullom, Wet- 
more, and Martin. Speaker Clark, for- 
mer Speaker Cannon, and 
Congress- 
man McCalL 
In the act creating the 
commission 
these men upon 
retire- 
ment from public life will continue to 
supervise the erection of what Is ex- 
pected to be the handsomest memo- 
rial in the United States. 


A technical description of the de- 
sign is as follows: 


"The memorial to the memory of 
Abraham Lincoln is to be erected in 
Potomac park and on the axis of the 
capítol and 
the Washington 
monu- 
ment. 
This axis was planned 
more 
than a century ago. 


"The Lincoln memorial is 
to 
be 
placed in the center of 
a 
terrace 
eleven feet high and 1,000 feet 
in 
diameter and v/lll rest upon a rectan- 
gular stone wall fourteen feet high. 
256 feet long, and 18G feet wide. 
On 
this rectangular wall will rise the me- 
morial hall, which is eighty-four feet 
wide and 156 feet long. 
This memo- 
rial hall will he surrounded by a col- 
onnade 
composed 
of thirty-six 
col- 
umns forty^four feet high and seven 
feet five inches in diameter at their 
base, thus increasing the dimensions 
of the memorial to IBS feet long and 
218 feet wide. 
The total height of 
tho structure above the present grade 
will be 122 feet. 
Entrance to the me- 
morial will be by a colonnaded en- 
trance forty-five feet wide and forty- 
four feet hi^h. 


"The four features of the memorial 
will be the central hall, sixty 
feet 
wide, seventy feet long and sixty feet 
high, in which will stand the Lincoln 
statue; two halls separated from the 
central hall by columns of the Ionic 
order, thirty-seven 
feet wide, 
fifty- 
seven feet long and sixty feet high. In 
which will be placed 
memorials of 
Lincoln's Gettysburg speech and his 
second inaugural address, and 
sur- 
rounding the walls inclosing these me- 
morials will be a colonnade forming a 
symbol of the union, each column rep- 
resenting a state—thirty-six in all

Ing, yet It Is remarkably free iron 
errors, either of English, compositioi 
or of make-up. or in the government*! 
'^style.** 
The stutterlngs of the lino 
type never get into the Record. 
Tlu 
proper words are capitalized, or lefi 
uncapltalized, and spellings are uni 
form. 
Although written, printed and 
delivered in 12 hours, it compares verj 
favorably in accuracy with the best 
specimens 
of bookwork. 
The print- 
ing offlcials declare it is the 
most 
remarkable publication in the world 
in this respect. 


The Record has an editor, a staii of 
reporters 
and 
contributing 
editors. 
The editor is John R. Berg, the su- 
perintendent of work in the G. O. P.; 
and he is probably the most unloved 
man in the halls of congress. 
His 
sympathizers will be the members of 
the fraternity of newspaper managing 
editors and "makeup

Many is the senator and rep- 
resentative who has burned the mid- 
night oil revising a speech he was par- 
ticularly anxious to have appear in, 
the next day's Record, only to get hia 
copy of the publication the next morn- 
ing, and find instead the sentences:

An astonishing and wholly unprece- 
dented increase in the export trade 
from the United States to South Amer- 
ica occurred in October, though the 
acceleration has been going on with 
steadily increasing ratio for the past 
ten months.

posed to attribute the increase to the 
great activity of the American con- 
suls, who, under the department's in- 
structions, are

trade opportunities for American man- 
ufacturers. 


During October the trade exports to 
to Argentina reached the total of $4.- 
320,050; to Brazil, $3,144,336, and to 
Uruguay, $483,948. 
In the case 
of 
Brazil the increase in trade amounted 
to 56 per cent, compared with October 
last year. 


For the ten-month period ended Oc- 
tober 31 the Argentine exports totaled. 
$41,997,043, the Brazilian $33,968,755., 
and Uruguay $6.129,023. That amount- 
ed to an increase of 110 per cent, in 
the case of Uruguay, compared with 
four years ago. 
The export 
trade 
with Japan during the s a n e ten-month 
period rose to a total of 
$45,025.125. 
which is an increase of 15 per cent, in 
one year. 


The state department oillcials point 
with satisfaction to the fact that, espe- 
cially in the case of Argentina 
and 
Uruguay, this American export trade 
is composed, not of raw material, but 
generally 
of manufactured 
products 
which compete with European goods.

WAGE WAR BY RULE 


Rigid Etiquette Governs Conflict 
of Modern Powers. 


Written and Unwritten, but All Well 
Understood, Are the Regulations 
Under Which Battles of To- 
day Are Fought. 


War—that Is, warfare between cly- 
Illzed nations—has its code 
of 
eti- 
quette, known as the customs of war, 
some of which are written, others, 
says London Answers; tacitly agreed 
to. 


Obvious examples of 
fighting 
eti- 
quette are the rules which protect the 
Red Cross fiag of the ambulance, and 
forbid tho use of explosive, or, with- 
in limits, expanding bullets. 


Nominally, a general may use any 
means In his power to bring his foe 
to subjection, but there lo a well-de- 
"fined boundary line. 
A leader may 
cut off his enemy's food "and water 
supplies. 
He may subject him to all 
the horrors of famine and thirst; but 
he must not poison his food or water. 


Suppose a place Is besieged, and 
that outside the walls are wells which 
the besiegers cannot effectively hold, 
and which the besieged can reach un- 
der cover of 
night. 
The 
besieger 
would be justified in sending parties 
to fill up the wells with 
earth 
and 
stones, or to destroy them with dyna- 
mite. 
On the other hand, to pollute 
the wells with poison, or to throw 
dead animals Into them, would be an 
Infamy. 


A "prisoner of war" has his rights. 
He may be asked to give his parole 
to promise not to escape; 
but 
he 
must not be forced to give his parole, 
and is not to be punished for refus- 
ing to do so. 
A prisoner is liable to 
be shot, either when escaping or If 
retaken alive. 


An unparoled prisoner may also be 
shot while in the act of escaping; but 
if recaptured, It would be murder to 
shoot him. and he should not be pun- 
ished for his attempt, though he may 
be placed In more rigorous confine- 
ment. 


A prisoner may be 
compelled 
to 
earn his "keep" by working at his 
trade, if he h<^,s one, or by 
doing 
work for his captors not of a purely 
military nature. 
Thus, he may be or- 
dered to assist in draining the camp 
in which he is a prisoner; 
but it 
would not be" fair to put him to build- 
ing fortifications. 


The customs of war justify the em- 
ployment of spies, but under certain 
rules. 
If a soldier voluntarily turns 
traitor, the other side is entitled to 
make use of him, but it is not "crick- 
et" to tempt a soldier to betray his 
own side. 


If thus tempted, a man may pre- 
tend to turn traitor and deceive the 
enemy with false 
Information. 
On 
the other hand, voluntarily to go over 
to the enemy, pretending to be a 
traitor or deserter, would be dishon- 
orable conduct—that Is. if 
the 
pre- 
tended traitor Is an officer or soldier. 


A spy, of course, has no rights, and 
Is at all times liable to be shot or 
hanged at sight. 


An 
officer 
or 
soldier, 
however, 
caught in the enemy's camp, 
must 
not be treated as a spy. but as a 
prisoner of war, provided he is not 
disguised. 


If a commander takes part in a 
charge, or persistently exposes him- 
self to fire, he must take his chance 
of being shot; but in big affairs it is 
not the "game" to detail marksmen 
to try to "pick off" your opponent's 
general, though every effort may be 
made to capture him. 


When a city or town is bombarded 
public buildings—unless used for de- 
fensive purposes—should 
bo 
spared 
so far as possible. 
When a place is 
captured, 
the victorious foe is en- 
titled to seize art treasures and so on 
and to hold them to ransom. 
To In- 
jure or destroy them would be the 
act of a vandal. 


When a country Is Invaded, the In- 
vader can compel the inhabitants to 
supply him with food and other sup- 
plies and to act as guides, workmen 
and drivers. 


A person who. not belonging to any 
recognized military force, takes 
up 
arms against an invader, is liable to 
be shot when captured. 
Retaliation 
is sanctioned by the customs of war,, 
It Is military vengeance, and 
takes 
place when an outrage committed on 
one side is avenged by the commis- 
sion of a similar act on the other. 


Thus, an unjust execution of pris- 
oners held by the enemy may be fol- 
lowed by the execution of an equal 
number of prisoners held by the op- 
ponents.

South of France Relied on for Ma^ 
rlage Emblems Worn When Eng- 
lish Brides Qo to Altar. 


In many ways the modern marriage 
differs from the weddings of ye8t«> 
day, but with all 
the 
changes 
the 
ceremony Is not really complete with* 
out orange blossoms. 
A huge quan« 
tlty of the pure white fragrant flowers 
are used every year at 
fashionable 
ceremonies, and yet not many people 
seem to know where they all come 
from. 


Aa a matter of fact, nearly all the 
orange blossoms which come tb Lon- 
don are grown In the south of France, 
a few miles inland from the coast 
line of the Riviera, says 
the 
Dally 
News of that city. 
Here, where the 
sheltered valleys of the Alps Marl- 
times He basking In 
the 
sun. 
are 
found the orange orchards 
whence 
comes the supply of 
blossoms 
for 
British weddings. 


Of course, a large proportion of the 
orange flowers is used in the manu- 
facture of that perfume for which 
Grasse has become 
so famous, but 
many growers make a special feature 
of supplying sprigs for the marriage 
ceremony. 
None of these trees are 
permitted to bear fruit and the great- 
est possible care is taken over the 
cultivation, so as to insure an abun- 
dance of blossoms. 
When 
in 
full 
flower the trees present a most at- 
tractive appearance, the dark ever- 
green foliage showing up in fine con- 
trast to the gleaming white petals. It 
is one of the peculiar habits of the 
orange tree that it will remain in 
flower for a considerable part of the 
year; thus the owner of a well man- 
aged orchard can at almost all times 
find a few blossoming shoots. 


During the spring and early sum- 
mer the orange trees are most full of 
blooms and It is then that the larg- 
est quantities are dispatched. All day 
long the pickers are at work in the 
orchards. 
Curious 
stepladdjers 
are 
used BO that the gatherer may bo 
able to reach all part» of the trees. 
The orange fiowers aro going a long 
journey and on this account it Is need- 
ful to pick them before 
they 
are 
fully expanded. 
Happily, they keep 
well for a long time, and the olooms 
will be nice and fresh when they are 
unpacked thirty-six hours later in the 
florist's 
shop. 
After being kept in 
the dark, cool place, with their stems 
in warm water for a f ^ iiours, the 
petals will expand beautifully and be 
ready for use. 


Orange flower growing Is possibly 
one of the most flourishing Industries 
in the world, in that the demand al' 
ways exceeds the supply. 
Any super- 
fluous blooms which a grower may 
have are always greedily swallowed 
up by the scent makers, whose wants 
can never be fully met. 
Most of the 
orchards are owned by small holders, 
and in many cases these have beei 
retained in the family for a large num- 
ber of years.

In Irtland Codfish 
Are Kept Coifr- 
fined Until They Are In the Best 
of Condition. 


At Logan, near the Mull of Gall<H 
way, there Is a most interesting tidal 
fish pond. 
A rent In the cliffs facing 
the Irish channel admits the salt wa- 
ter through a narrow fissure, protected; 
by a grating, Into a circular rock baslt^' 
some 30 feet in diameter and 20 fee^ 
deep. 


The cliffs rise high around. 
Stone 
steps descend on one side to a ledge* 
leveled Into footpath at the water*» 
edge. 
No sooner does the visitor*» 
foot-fall resound on the stairs than' 
the green water, hitherto motionless 
and apparently lifeless, becomes peo- 
pled With large brown fish arisim: 
from the depths, gliding and dashing 
about in a state of great excitement 
These are cod, which, caught on lines' 
in the sea, have been transferred to 
this pond to be fattened for ihe table. 
They are fed dally by the keeper, and 
experience has taught them to connect 
the sound of footsteps with their meal- 
time. 


Formerly a clapper used to be rung- 
to summon them, but this was no more 
than a trick of the stage. The foot- 
fall on the stone Is quite enough to 
awaken them to activity. 
Most of the 
cod, being deep-water fish, become 
totally blind In captivity from,'>-xceBs. 
of light; but they become so tamo and 
accustomed to their keeper as not only 
to feed out of hlo hand, but some o^ 
them allow themselvoB to be lifted out. 
of the water. 
One may witness the 
strange sight of a huge cod, more than 
four feet long, dangled on the knee' 
like a baby, bis mouth stuffed with 
mussels and limpets, after which he 1» 
returned to the water with a mighty 
splash. 
On the table these fish, thus 
tended and fed, prove much better 
than fish brought straight, from the 
open sea.

In the former 
class are all manner of beautifully 
carved handles of rare woods and 
ivory, and when money is not an ob- 
ject, of jade, amber, rock crystal or 
solid silver and gold. 


lono-MagnetIc Rotation. 


A new phenomenon has been ob- 
served by Professor Righi to which 
he gives the name of iono-magnetic 
rotation. If a spark from a condenser 
of considerable capacity is sent hori- 
zontally through a gas and two small 
vertical vanes of mica In the form of 
a cross are suspended In the middle 
of tho discharge by a fine fiber at- 
tached to the center of the cross, the 
spark 
produces no rotation 
of 
the 
cross. 
If. however, a vertical 
mag- 
netic field is established in the gas, 
the cross rotates through a consider- ! 
able angle if the gas is air, and over ' 
a small angle in other gases. 
Profes- 
sor Righi ascribes this rotation to the . 
bending of the paths of the ions or 
electrons and to the additional 
pro- 
tection which the vanes afford each 
other against impacts from one side 
rather than from the other in these 
circumstances. 
The observed 
rota- 
tions indicate that the effects of tiie 
positive ions are in general 
greater 
than those of the negative. 


Ancient Builders Eclipsed. 


The pyramids of Egypt would not be 
the type of permanence they are were 
they exposed to the vicissitudes of the 
American climate. 
At 
the 
annual 
meeting of the Modern Historic Rec- 
ords association it "was stated that the 
ancients are eclipsed by the moderns 
in storing records: 


"Wo have better methods; with ce- 
ment and granite and steel we can 
build to last indefinitely. 
We 
are 
more careful than the architects of 
the mediaeval cathedrals in planting 
our 
foundations, and more 
skillful 
than the Roman in constructing our 
vaults and roofs. There is no reason 
why a building erected with proper 
care should not endure forever, acts 
of Providence aside, and shelter in- 
definitely whatever may be stored in 
It." ' 


Harnessíng'^thé 
Sun. 


Old Sol himself is harnessed to do 
our world's work. 
Heat is collected 
by pressing water through a glass 
covered heater exposed to the sun's 
rays. 
The heated water is stored in a 
well insulated tank and drawn off 
to circulate around a sulphur dioxide 
boiler, then, after giving up its heat, 
was again passed through the heater. 
It was calculated that in latitude 34 
degrees a square foot of water surface^ 
would make up about 23.000 thermal 
units in a June day and about 1,600 in 
a December day. 


Using two beaters, sections expos- 
ing 1,000 square feet to the sun, the 
heat collected was made to run a 
twenty horse-power sulphur dioxide 
engine, and at times developed about 
fifteen horse-power with a boiler pres- 
sure of 245 pounds per square inch. 
Reviewing the results, Mr. Wlllsle has 
found the cost per h&rse-power at the 
solar power plant to be about $150, or 
more than four times the cost of a 
steam power plant. 
He makes due al- 
lowance fon tUis difference in first in- 
vestment and concludes 
that in 
a 
favorable region, like Califoniia, sun 
power can compete in cost with steam 
power.

For Soldiers Who Wiped 


Out Moro Band. 


lERY LIVELY TEN SECONDS, 


Fillptnos Came Out of Their C»ve at 
Full Speed With Barongs Swinging 
and Made For Uncle Sam's 
Boy«. 
Captain's Bravery on the Border.

RESIDENT TAFT bestowed the 
highest 
hoaor 
that 
can be 
shown to an American soldier 
when he presented the medal 
of honor to four officers and one enlist- 
ed man of the regular army. They are 
Captain 
Archie 
Miller, 
Lieutenants 
Arthur H. Wilson and John T, Ken- 
nedy and Sergeant Joseph Henderson 
of the Sixth United States cavalry and 
Captain Julien B. Gaujot of the First 
TJnlted States cavalry, says the New 
York Herald. 


All except Captain Gaujot went to 
Washington from the presidio at San 
Francisco to receive the medals. 
They 
made their records in the Philippines 
on the Island of Patian in liK)9, when 
a pearl pirate band, led by Jikiri, who 
for years had terrorized the Philippine 
coast, was completely ivlped out. 


Letter Told of Brave Deed. 


A letter from a young lieutenant. 
Which found Its way to the war de- 
partment and later to the president, 
was the direct instrument in obtaining 
the rewards for these four heroes. 


Jfklri» with a band of about forty, all 
well armed, filed to a cave, where for 
aeveral hours they were besieged by 
the troopoTH. After a couple of days' 
waiting the attack on the stronghold 
was made. 
About It the letter says: 


"Eight 
Moros 
came 
rushing 
out, 
twinging barongs right and left. I will 
never forget it as long as I live. 


"Every Jump, It seemed to me, they 
went three feet in the air and covered 
about ten feet, first to one side and 
then the other, and with each jump 
the barong would come down with all 
a man's weight behind it. Wilson was 
right 
beside the door and caught the 
first slash in the back of the neck, un- 
Aer the jaw and down to the back. 
John Kennedy got the next—a slanting 
blow across the back of the head and 
mack. 
Miller caught the flat of a ba- 
rong on the kidneys, which laid him
